They will honor their ooun 
try as their fathers have done, OD land 
and on sea, and will make the Stan and 
Stripes—tbe Flag of the Free—more hon- 
orable before the world than ever before 
and give freedom to Cuba.

War With Spain. 


We confront the realities of war with a 


foreign power. For a period of nearly 50 
years this country and Spain bave been 
drifting into a war on account of condi- 
tions brought about by tbe Sranlsh col- 
ony—Cuba—just sooth of us, and It has 
come at last. It has come beeanie tbe 
sovereignty of Spain cannot be exercised 
in Cuba without expense to the United 
States through interference with* onr 
affair* by the frequent revolutions in that 
Island. Cnba must be free because the 
United States and Spain cannot beat 
peace with oacb other so long as Cuba re- 
mains a dependency of Spain. These ara 
the reasons for the war and not as some 
suppose on account of our sympathy for 
the straggling Cubans. 


Spain has herself to blame for her prxs- 


ent dilemma. Her stovcrnment of Cub* 
has been cf the worst an S most brutal 
sort. She has robbed tbe people of Cuba 
by onneeessery taxation and has Imposed 
upon them « hoide of office holders and 
an army larger than tbe standing army 
of tbe United States. No intelligent peo- 
ple could long endure tush Impositions. 
If they bave any self-respect rebellion 
mutt follow such an administration of 
unjust law.' During the war of Napoleon 
Cnba remained loyal to Spain and in rec- 
ognition of Its services to the crown it 
waa promised reforms in the government 
of toe island. These promises wera not 
only all violated, bnt in 1836, when the 
people of Spain were granted a constitu- 
tion, the same right! were denied to Cuba 
and a stronger hand was laid npon It, 
The crown Issued a proclamation declar- 
ing that Cnba should henceforth be gov- 
erned as If it wern lu a state of sisf e and 
from that day It has been practically 
governed by martial law. The rebellion 
of 1868 to 1878 was settled by Spain 
promising reforms, bat those promises 
were broken and gave cause for tbe pres 
ent rebellion. All this, however, while i' 
jastifled rebellion KMS a domertlo affair 
of Spain with wblcb we had nuthlng to 
do or no right to Interfere. 


Onr connection with the affaire In 


Cabs, as before Mated, bave been growing 
upoo as for £0 years. In 1348 President 
Polk made au attempt to purchase Cnba 
with the view nf annexing it to tbe Unit- 
ed States. This was prompted by a desire 
of the pro-slavery people to get more slave 
territory into the Union, and not to bene- 
fit, the neople of Cnba. Six years later 
James Buchanan, tionla and Mason, rep- 
resenting their country at three foreign 
oonrtf, met in Ontend, Spain, and formu- 
lated a manifesto declaring that Cuba 
ought to belong to the UsjlM States, and 
in 1368-9, just befoie tbs .breaking ont of 
our olvll war Slide!!, then a senator, oBet- 
ed a resolution in the senate providing 
for planing *SO,OCO,000 In the hands of 
President Buchanan to secme the ancex- 
atlonof Cnba lo the United States. 
All 


thete pro-slavery schemes fell thrnngb, 
bnt la dealing with the Cuban question 
Grant, Cleveland and McKtnley had to 
confront tha question of annexation. As 
we tried several times to annex Cuba tbe 
Infsrenoe among Knropwn nations Is 
tbat onr object still Is annexation. They 
cannot readllv grasp the idea that the de- 
struction of slavery here has changed tbs 
situation with us. Added to this is the 
fact that we refused to permit Bolivar to 
free Cuba when he was working freedom 
fer other Sismhfc American colonies. 
Following this we Hfnssd to guarantee 
Caba to Spate. 
In 1858, seventeen 


yean later, Qnat^Britaia and France 
asked tbe United Stales to join them tn 
(oarantaalng Spain possenloD of Cuba. 
We again refuted. These are the events 
wkkb have made oar Interference In Cu- 
ban eJWts dalieeta In diplomacy and 
Kaie It ettffioalt to interfere with tbe con- 
sent of tbe European powers. Then are 
tb* Intricate qmtton* with wbleh tbe 
president bad to deal. Sheeeara tbe ques- 
tion* which ctatadjKr failuro tn get Irto 
petition to inltrfeMieiJMeM'ell} in Ifce 10

as Coal —Immense 1'om.lhllltlen 


In tbe Mluea. 


Between Hunan and Shansi lie the. 


mines of Lusban and Juchuu, Honan- 
foo, Taihongshan and other districts 
of Hunan, which stretches from tha 
Yang'-tse-kiang to the Itoaug-ho. This 
last river forms the southern boundary; 
of Shan-si,which has 030,000,000,000 tons 
of the best anthracite waiting- to be 
tapped. The coal measures of this prov- 
ince are found on a plateau between' 
2.C03 and 3,000 feet above the f ea at its 
southeastern extremity, and the mai». 
bed covers over 14,000 square miles. The: 
average width of the seams is nearly' 
CO feet. 


The crowning merit of tbe, Shansi' 


coal fields is that, as in Hunan, iron is' 
found abundantly in several strata of 


1 coal formation. The. natiies use 


only one kind of this ore—a kind that 
n.cits readily without the aid of any 
flux. A fairly large iron manufactur-, 
ing industry is already carried on, and 
in i-pit^of the crude methods of prep- 
iration the product is of high quality' 


by reason mainly of the superiority 


of the raw material.

ern machinery and appliances, into the 
heart of the great mineral producing 
district of Shansi. Exercise your imag- 
ination a little more and try to realize 
the change that would'come over China 
is it> internal and external conditions 
and relations if the government were, 
suddenly to rc*ohe upon an orfan'zrd 
and determined endeavor- 1o develop 
all the resources of the country and 
were to carry out its resolve by the re- 
moval of al) disabilities now existing 
in the shape of vexatious inten«il taxes 
and jealous dislike of innovations, by 
the grant of direct raining licenses on 
reasonable royalties and by the provi- 
sion of rapid and cheap means of com- 
munication. Such a social revolution 
as this is a dream of the distant future, 
i>ut it seems destined to be realized. 
Meanwhile a start has been made, and 
if the progress should prove to be slow 
let it. be remembered that, apart from 
its troubles from without at present, 
the government, under the peculiar fis- 
cal system that prevails, is very poor.— 
lhambers' Journal.

It 
IB known and greatly deplored through- 
out Spain that the larger part of tbe 
yoang men of the oonntry have been kill- 
ed in these wars."
